Since the morning ef the Foorth,.no less 
than four disastrous fires have occurred, three 
of which are diredtly traceable to the spirit of . 
patriotism rampant among the children—the

About one o'clock on the 
4th, e fire was discovered bursting 
roof of the alcohol works of J. H. Low, on 
the South Branch, between Van Buren and 
Harrison streets, opposite the 8t. Louis, Alton 
and Chicago Railroad freight houee. The in- 
flammable nature of the contents of the bulid- 
ing of course rendered it impossible to save 
anything of value. The main building con- 
tained over two hundred barrels of alcehol, 
none of which was saved. Mr. Low's lows 
will reach $10,000, mostly covered by insur- 
ance. The building in the rear was occupied 
by Mr. E. Walker, who lost a valuable stone- 
dressing machine valued at $1,500, upon which 
there was no ingurance. — 

A little after three, just as the exercises at 
Washington Park were closed, the Court 
House bell rang the alarm for the fifth dis- 
trict, then for the sixth, and immediately af 
terwards for the third.

$1,500, aleo insured. The property was owned 
by a Belgian company of which Dr. Henrotin, 
Belgian consul, is the agent. The fire origin- 
ated from a fire cracker thrown into the corner 
store, at that time filled with straw and rub- 
bish. - There were about a dozen families oc- 
cupying these tenements, most-of whom were 
absent, and saved but little of their household 
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While the fire was yet unsubdued 
pomt, another and more 
broke out onthe block bouaded by North 
Clark Superior, Chicago avenue and 
streets, resulting in the destruction of nearly 

every building on the west half of the block. 

This fire originated in a barn in the rear of 
218 Clark street—also from 4 fire-cracker. 
The wind was blowing agale from the south- 
west, and for a time there was imminent dan- 
ger that the conflagration would extend to the 
Lake. The wind however, soon subsided,.and 
through the exertions of b 
the fire was checked after destrbying the 
buildings indicated below.
